Let 
it not be objeted fo me, that many good Mxdwives 
are ignoraut cf it ; What then, The more is the pity, 
ſ:y I: Muſt not I teach my Child a reaſon of what it 
ſaith, becauſe a Parrot can ſpeak as plain as it with- 
out it ? A Midwife is (or elſe ſhould be) Natures 
helper; and how can any help Nature, and not be 
well skilled in the Tools by which Nature dath her 
work ? This then is the buſineſs of this Book, viz. 
To give you a brief, yet very perfect Anatomy of 
thoſe Members which Nature uſeth as inftruments to 
beget its like, to which IT have added (ome means how

moiſture to it : Then comes 01d Ariſtotle, and he ftind- 
ing that the ColeSial Sun ruled the right Eye, and 
almoft all the right part of Man, and the Ceze/tal

T is fo apparent a truth, that jt needs no-proof, 


that the reaſon why ſo many Infants Die in their 
Infancy is to be ſought for in the Parents, it being 
clear that the Children of unhealthful Parents ſeldom 
live long; this was clearly ſeen by theancient 4lcby- 
miſts, who referred the original of all Diſeaſes to the 
Seed of the Parents, eyen as the original of Plants is 
veed 
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in their Seeds; for the Diſeaſes have not their origi- 
nal from the Elements, but from their own proper 
Seed of that Diſeaſe in them. Philoſophers know that- 
the Sun makes Gold of one Earth, and Flints of ano» 
ther, according as they are fitting ; let ſuch therefore 
as deſire to have their Children live, uſe ſuch means 
as may keep the Inflruments of Generation pur2 and 
clean, and their Blood pure, that ſo their Seed being 
pure, Nature having pure matter to work npon, make 
ber work perfeQ, and ſo ſubjeR to live, and not prone 
to die: To this end, I ſhall give here two general 
Remedies to two general Evils, which þ conceive to 
be the chief cauſe of Death of Children in their Infan- 
cy, and let ſuch Parents as delire their Children ſhould 
live, be very careful in obſerving of them ; as for par- 
ticulars, they may be found hereafter in this Book.

Almeon thought the Infant drew in his nouriſhment 
by his whole Body ; becauſe it is rare and ſpungy, as a. 
Spung ſucks in water on every 11d; and ſo he thought 
it ſucked Blood, not only' from the Mothers Veins, 
but alſo from the Womb, 

Democrates and Epicurus recorded by Platarch, held 
that the Child ſucked in its nouriſhment at its Mouth. 
And alſo Z#ipocrates, Lib, de Principiis, affirms, That 
the Child ſucked both nouriſhment and breath by its 
Mouth from the Mother when ſhe Breathed (though 
in other Treatiſes he ſeems to deny it) yet there he 
brings two reaſons for it : 1. Becauſe it ſucks fo ſoon as 
tis Born, therefore it muft need have learned before. 
2. Becauſe there are Excrements found in the Guts of 
it {o ſoon as 'tis Born. 

To the firft Tanſwer thus, It learns to ſuck by Naty- 
ral Inflin®, Take a young Cat that never ſaw' her” 
Dam catch a Mouſe, yet will ſhe catch Mice ſo ſoon as 
ſhe is able ; muſt ſhe needs therefore: ſuck Mice from 
her Dam when ſhe was in her Belly? And yet this Ar- 
gument of Hippocrates will ſerve for ſuch a Drieft as 
denies any ſuch things-as Natural Inftint of which I 
know ſome) to Teach in the Pulpit for Authentic. 

To this ſecond Reaſon, I anſwer thus, That theſe 
are not Excrements of the firſt Concottion ; and that 
I prove, becauſe they Rink not, 'but are the thickeft 
Blood conveyed from*the Veſſels of the Spleen to the 
Guts, and there driven into that Form. Alttheſe he- 
ing as far off from the Truth, as Dover'is from the 
Lizard Point We muſt: find out a new. way pd the

the influence of the Luminaries in that aQion. 

Let this ſuffice to have proved that the Planets have 
an influence even upon the Conception in the Womb ;

4. Then the Sun challengeth the fourth Month they 
ſay, and he furniſhed the Child with vital Spirit, but 
Mars gave it mction a Month before; and was ever 
voluntary motion to be known without vital Spirit ? 

5, Then comes Yenus, and ſhe in the fifth Month 
gives the Child comelineſs and beauty ; but by their 
leaves, if they take comelineſs for faſhion of Body, that 
it hath long before, for the Body is faſhioned in thirty 
or forty clays as all hold ; but.if for clearneſs of pos

6. Mercury, he hath the ſixth Month appropriated

lar, for 1 write now to Aﬀtcolegers, who ſhould be 
Scholars if they be not) it is ridiculous, and declines 
as much from the truw, as the Poles of the World do 
from the Fquaror, that any one ſhould think that thoſe 
Limbs of the Child that now are ſeparated, ſhouit 
formerly be joyned together, either by En-rthrofis, 
Arthrodia, Gynglymos, Hermonia, Sutura, Gonphoſis, Sin- 
chondreſis, Sinneurofis, or Syſarcoſis. 

7. And then the Myon muft come to make up ano-

for it is the motion of the Sun, or elſe of the Earth 
that cauſes day and night. But that we may be Me- 
thodical in laying down the true and genuine Opezra- 
tion of the Planetary influence in this a& of Concepti« 


on: We ſhall ſpeak of each Planet by it ſeif. 


I, The Sur, as is well known to every one, gives 
heat to the World ; And if fo, then alſo to the Body 
of Man, becauſe our Lite coniifts chiefly by heat, which 
animates the moifture, ſo that the Sun muſt needs be 
che Author of Life, & father of all living Creatures,and 
therefore muſt of neceflity be firſt formed in the Seed 
of both Sexes, being mixed in reſpe& of order, it 
not. in reſpedt of time : He is formed in the very midſt 
of the Seed, from whence he quickens, inſpires and 
moves every part to its particular a&ion. Indeed what 
Ariſtotle attributes to the Heart in the Generation of 
Man, 1s very true, if he had ſpoken it of the Micre- 
coſmical Sun, and therefore ſome real Philoſophers (I 
ſcarce dare reckon Arijftorle in the number of them) 
having imagined that the ſeat of the Microcoſmical Sun 
in the Body of Man was the Heart; yet I can ſcarce 
be of that Opinion, that the Mirrucoſmicat Sun and 
con, wnIch Reign like Kingand Queen in the Body, 
ſhouid .be confined to any particular place,” however 
the Office of. the Microcoſmical Sun both in and after 
Conception is to give vital Spirit. and fir up all things 
to motion ond ation. | 

2. As the water moiſtens the Earth that ſo it might ' 
not be burnt up by the ſcorching heat. of the Cele#1al 
Sun ; ſo - the MAfrcroacoſmical Moon adds moifture 
to the Conception from. the very beginning of 
the Embrion, even to the utmoſt term ot Life ; and 
this 1s that which they call radzcal morſture, a familiar 
cerm among all Phyþr7cns,yet underftgnd by very few, 
DIRE gome 
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Some Philoſophers are of an Opinion, that the 1Mzjcyo- 
coſmical Moon keeps her refidence jn the Brain, and 
that's the reaſon Arifotlc's earthly, dull Philoſophy, 
held that the Brains cooled the Heart; but how or 
which way, neither himſelf, nor any Body elſe can tell ? 
*Tis ſome inviſible buſineſs which had its Original from 
the Brain-lick humour of an idle Philoſopher : But 
out of queſtion, the Microcoſmical Moon is not confie 
ned to any one part of the Body, but is Univerſally in 
it as radical moiflure is, Indeed the truth ts, as the 
Sun gives Heat, ſo the Moon gives Moiſture + And 
that is the reaſon the Generation of things is held to be 
from Heat and Moifture; and if fo (which is moſt cer. 
tain) what an admirable fantaſtical Dream was that of 
Ariſtotl:, that the Brain was cold and moiſt ? 

3. There meft be ſomething to counterpoiſe the 
heat. of the Sun, and moiſture of the Moor, and this 
muft be by a Planec contrary to them both, elſe it 
could not be done, which Office $:1turn performs, for 
he fixes and ſtays the Beams of the Microcoſmical Sun 
and Moon, that ſo Generation may be made. You 
know Shoo-makers nail on their Shoos to their Laſt 
before they can ſow them; the Bones are alto framed 
by his influence, by which this frail Conception is up« 
held and ftayed after it is Born. 

4. There can be no Generation without putrefa&ion; 
therefore what rayes the Lunaries let fall upon the 
Seed, and Saturn hath fixed, Fupiter by his heat and 
moiſture putrifies and concofts, and by his equal tem- 
per preſerves a harmony in it. 

5, ASallthingzare bred by heat and moifture, and 
fixed by couldneſs and dryneſs; fo in the Generation 
of Man there muſt needs be ſome exſuperance and

5. It is proof enough to me, that Mays and Yenus 
do perform this aQion of the Conception of Man be- 
cauſe their Badies in the Heavens are nearett of all the 
five Planets of the Globe to this our Terreftrial Star. 

6. Mercury being of a mutable Nature, often ap- 


- plying to the Sun and Moon and the Planets ; Mercury 


maketh- the ſenſible, and (ſome ſay) rational part in 
Man, and ſo beftows ſenſe and reaſon upon the Zmn- 
brion ; indeed, and in truth, he beftows ſuch a pene» 


trating and acute bumour upon the Embrrgn, which 


ſtirs up tocontemplation inquiring after the reaſons of 
things, for he cauſeth that inbred deſire of knowledge, 
which is in the Sons of Mea ; Only here is oge thing 

- which 
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which ſeems worth the anſwering, which is, That thoie 
that are Born in the ſeventh Month, may live by rea- 
ſon of the complement, fulfiling of the Planetary mo- 
tions, but ſuch as are Born in the eighth Month, arc 
either Born Dead, or Live but a very little while, be- 
cauſe the Diſpolition or Government of the Concep- 
tion is turned back to Saturn, who (they ſay) is inini- 
cal to Nature in all his Qualities,

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]. The Time, - 

The time 15 ſo ſoon as ever the Infant is come out 
of the Womb, whether he comes with part of the Af. . 
ter-birth, or without it ; for ſometimes the Child 
brings into the v.orld a piece of the 4mnios upon its 
head ; and this is that good Women call the Caul; 
nay, ſo ſottiſh they are, to think a Child Born with a - 
Caul on his head, muſt needs do wonders ; cujus con- 
trartum eft verum. Nay, ſo much Vertue remains in 
the Caul it ſelf; that it will perform as great AQs as 
Hercules in his twelve Labours, abate me but his 
fetching Cerberus out of Hell, Whereas (as I told 
you) it is only apiece of the Amnios. If you find it 
upon the Child's head, you ſhall miſs it there ; if 
you miſs it upon the Child's head you may find it there. 
And the reaſon why ſome Children come into the 
world with the.r brows crowned with it, is weakneſs, 
which is an Argument of ſhort life, and ſuch an Ar- 
eument as ſeldom fails. Well then, whether the Child 
come with this, or without 1t, ſo ſoon as it hath made- 
its Exit, Or is freed from its Mother, corfider whe.

ſaid when he took his Tole twice. The greateſt of 
evils will certainly follow the comming in of the cold 
into the Body of the Child that way, When that part. 
of the Navel ftring which you left remaining, is fal- 
ten off, it is the uſual cuſtom of Midwives to put a 
piece of a barnt ragg to it, which we commonly call 
Tinder, I would rather adviſe them to put a little of 
the Powder of Bole-Armonic to it, becauſe of its dry+ 
ing quality. The curſe of God upon Women, for 
their firſt fin lies more heavily upon them, than it. 
doth upon Beaſts; for they licking it with their tongues, 
can reduce it into ſuch an Orb, as no air'can penetrate... 
But the firſt Woman, your great Grandmother Eve, 
having offended God, her poſterity are forced to crave 
help of her Neighbours in ſuch caſe, when Beafts 
are not.

they thrive not till theychange the Nurſe. 

The ſecond is Worms that ſuck away the .ncuriſh- 


ment, The 
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The third is Worms about the body without, as in 
the Back, Arms, or Legs, ard all parts, theſe are 
very ſmall, and breed in muſculous parts, and flick 
in the skin, and never ceme wholly out , but after 
rubbing in Baths, they pat forth their heads like 
black hairs, and run in when they feet the cold air ; 
they breed of (limy matter ſhut. up in the capillar veins, 
which turns to Worms from Tcanſpiration hindered. 
The fourth cauſe in the opinion of people, is faſti- 
nation or witchcratit, either from the eyes cf Witches, 
or by vapors, or by touch, or by words from a Witch : 
theſe are aledged by many Authors. TI neitker allow 
nor plainly deny all theſe ways of faſcination, though 
it is not credible that a child ſhould Suffer by words or 
looks only. I deny not but diſeaſes may be ſent from 
ſick bodies to oth=rs, as the Leproſie, the French Pox, 
Eonſumption,and the like, and may infe& Infants. And 
1 believe that they may be hurt by Witches and ma- 
licious p:rſons. by the help of the Devil, 
and Gods permiſſion, as Bfit the Great Beaſcin bode 
writeth; for wicked people make a league invidiz. 
with the Dev:] that they may hurt ſuch as 
they look enviouſly and angerly upon. And I add one 
thing. A habit of body that 1s grown very exc*lent, is 
i1 moſt cdlanger, as #ippocrares ſaith, When children 
come to be very heaithtul and fair, they fall ſuddenly 
into a Gi:eaſe, and the vulgar not knowing the cauſe 
of it, impute it to Witchcraft.

lepfie; alſo there are Amulets azainft other Diſcaſes. 

If leanneis be from a dry diftemper of the whole 
body there is no better Remedy than often bathing in 
decoction of Mallows, Althza, Branck-urſſne, Sheeps- 
heads, and the like, and anoint after with the Oyl of 
ſweet Almonds. 

If he be hot an4 dry, add to the Bath Lettice, En- 
dive, Violets, Poppy-heads, and anoint after with 
Oyl of Roſes and Violets.
